After stylist 
Gregory Russell popped by the 
34-year-old’s Calabasas, California, 
home March 3 to trim her bob, 
Goddard began what she calls a

Bragg salon, “I started adding more 
highlights.” Price tag: $500! 

Four days — and one transcon- 
tinental flight — later, Kardashian 
deemed the dye job too yellow. 
Mennetrier tells Us she “was relaxed 
and happy” as he took her strands 
ice blonde. Hair color expert Sharon 
Dorram was surprised: Such an 
extreme treatment can cause blisters 
on the scalp, she notes, explaining 
that the process removes pigment 
entirely.

When it comes to 
treating the itchy red patches caused 
by her chronic psoriasis, however, 
there’s little she won’t try. The mom 
of 21-month-old North uses a $795 
LED light-therapy machine to boost 
collagen and even once rubbed sister 
Kourtney’s breast milk on her skin 
because, as she explained, “I read 
online it’s a cure.” 

I FACE FACTS 

The star did contemplate getting a 
nose job, going so far as to book a 
consultation. In hopes of fixing what 
she calls “my biggest insecurity,” she 
made a visit to NYC surgeon Sam 
Rizk. “He showed me what it would 
look like,” she said in 2010, “and it 
just didn’t — I wouldn’t look the 
same.” Instead, she relies on make- 
up to create the look she desires.

Once upon a time — on/ time before 
Frozen, to be exact— fairy tales 
revolved around young girls dreaming 
of marrying a prince and living happily 
ever after.
